Foreign Minister Gromyko. 
Flying into Tel Aviv from Cairo 
on Friday, a senior official aboard 
the Secretary's plane said the 
chances of an accord being reached 
on this trip had now risen to 52-48 
in the Secretary's estimation.

TEL AVIV. — The Labour Party 
Central Committee will this week 
formally be asked to endorse the 
formation of a coalition by Pre 
mier-Designate Yitzhak Rabin which 
will in effect exclude the National 
Religious Party. Labour’s partners 
will be the Independent Liberais 
and the Civil Rights Movement, ac- 
cording to the proposal. This coa- 
ition will have 61 seats (Align- 
ment — 51 plus its Arab and Druse 
M&s, ΤΩΡ — 4 and CRM — 3). 
The proposal will formally call 
for the inclusion of the NRP but 
as the Labour Party has decided 
not to compromise on the NRP's 
demands on “Who is a Jew," 
they are almost certain to refuse 

to join. 

This recommendation was framed 
by Finance Minister Pinhas Sapir, 
who heads Rabin's coalition negoti- 
ating team. at the conclusion of 2 
Jong and dramatic meeting of the 
Labour Knesset faction and leader- 
ship bureau at Party head offices 
here which ended after six hours 
at 3 am.

The Sapir formula was adopt- 
ed despite Premier Golda Meir's 
bitter opposition to including the 
CRM in another coalition. Mrs. 
Meir stalked out of the meeting 
in anger at 2 am. after Labour 
Party Secretary-General Aharon 
Yadlin refused to put to the 
vote her proposal to exclude the 
CRM and try to form a minor- 
ity Government based on 58 
votes. 

Mrs. Meir gaid there was nothing 

in her stand (there is a 
mutual dislike between herself and 
CRM head Shulamit Aloni) but that 
the inclusion of the new group 
would shift the Government’s poll- 
tical line sharply fn a dovish direc- 
tion, She added: “The present Gov- 
ernment has many more doves than 
the previous one." She argued that 
the forum lacked the authority to 
alter Government policy by such a 
tactic and said she would insist on 
a full-scale political debate at the 
Party’s Central Committee prior to 
any such vote, 

Yadlin explained his refusal to 
put her motion to the vote by say- 
ing that the ILP would not join 
without the CRM and thus no Gov- 
ernment could be formed. He earned 
the full support of Mr. Sapir and 
Justice Minister Haim Zadok. This 
brought Mrs. Meir to criticize them 
and deride Yadlin’s radical shift of 
opinion on this matter in the past 
month, 

Mrs. Meir said she hoped she 
would not be put in the position of 
being obliged to vote against a 
coalition agreement with the CRM, 
At another juncture, Mrs. Meir said

Withdrawal protesters 


turn to mass prayer

The hunger-strike-cum-demonstra- 
tion outside the Prime Minister's 
home against withdrawal from the 
Golan Heights turned into a mass 
prayer meeting on Friday evening 
as over 1,000 Jerusalemites joined 
the demonstrators in Sabbath ser- 
vices.

The director of the Egg and 
Poultry Board, David Gerstein, told 
a meeting of the board here on 
‘Wednesday the price to the farmer 
should be raised from 26 agorot 
per egg to 29 agorot per egg. 

‘He emphasized that the yearly 
production of eggs exceeds 1,000 
million eggs, and if the Government 
does not compensate the farmers 
soon, they will suffer a large de- 
ficit.

milion eggs in cold storage, and 
by the end of the summer, the 
number should increase to at least 


60 million, These eggs will be sold 
during the winter months, when the 
hens lay fewer eggs. 

The goose farmers, whose produce 
is mainly for export, say they are 
losing money because of high ope- 
rating costs and changes in the rate 
of the French franc. The farmers 
exported IL12m., last year. 

Mr. Gerstein said that, according 
to Agriculture Ministry economists, 
goose farming can again become 
profitable, if the farmers receive an 
increase from the present IL5.87 to 
ΥΩ per export dollar. He said 
deficits had previously been’ covered 
‘by a special fund, which is now 
depleted. 

About 600 families are making 
a living from goose farming, he 
added 

Mr. Gerstein also recommended 
that poultry farmers receive an in- 
crease from the current minimum 
price of IL4.50 per kilo.

Just a year ago, Mr. Sapir sum- 
Moned ‘building contractors to warn 
them about the dangers of over- 
expansion. At that time we had 
construction over 80,000 
housing units, which he considered 
too much. In spite of keen demand, 
he urged the contractors to reduce 
the amount of new starts. Decisions 
to that end were indeed adopted, 
and local authoritles were directed 
to carry them on the ‘basis that 
the number of flats completed in 
1972, was double the 1967-1969 aver- 
age. (Actually little was done.) 

Mr. Sapir’s action was taken long 
before the war. We then had some- 
thing of a labour shortage, but 
nothing to be compared with the 
present situation. We also had a 
cement black market, but only as 
& result of administrative blunders, 
for foreign currency to import more 
cement we had galore. Immigration 
was then increasing, and authorities 
were planning import of pre- 
fabricated or mobile houses to ac- 
commodate it, Jews abroad were 
acquiring “second home" flats in 
this country and paying for them 
in hard currency, Nevertheless, Mr. 
Sapir felt enough is enough — pro- 
bably with an eye to an impending 
change in the economic climate 
after the elections, when a new gov- 
ernment would brake deficit spend- 
ing, and people would react to short- 
age in purchasing power first and 
foremost by reducing demand for 
housing. 

Building boom 

AS a matter of fact, when the 
war intervened and a spate of taxes 
and compulsory loans were imposed 
to curb private consumption, resi- 
dential construction seemed to be 
due for a decline. The National 
Budget, published last March, fore- 
cast a sharp drop in building starts, 
and housing investment was ex- 
pected to run 25 per cent below 
the pre-war level this year. How- 
ever, the wind changed rapidly. By 
now flats are selling like hot cakes. 
Buflding contractors are occupied to 
the hilt, and new housing projects 
are launched on a big scale. Though 
their execution is partly inhibited by 
labour and cement shortages, fran- 
tic efforts are made to offset these 
difficulties by application of modern 
construction techniques, and the 
trend of this development is unmis- 
takably upward. According to Mr. 


Rabinovich, the new ἘΠ Min- 
ister, Israel must built 250,000 flats 
in the next four years, ag compar- 
ed to 200,000 built in the past four 
years, and 100,000 built in the 
four years ‘before that. 


In order to evaluate the signifi- 
cance- of this programme, one bas 
to keep in mind that the rate of 
growth of our economy will doubt- 
lessly be reduced in the period con- 
cerned. In the past our GNP was 
increasing an average of 10 per cent 
annually. In the foreseeable future 
we may be fortunate enough to 
achieve half that much. Also a 
much bigger slice of the national 
cake wilt — willy nilly — be 
allocated to defence. 

One may wonder whether the re- 
sources left for consumption and 
investment per capita will increase 
at all. The forecast expansion of 
housing activity therefore would 
have to come at the expense of 
either uses, Since personal consump- 
tion is mot expected toe drop per- 
ceptibly — and such a drop could 
hardly be reconciled with improv- 
ing housing facilities — the pro- 
gramme outlined by Mr. Rabinovitch 
evidently spells a cut in other — 
Le. in productive—investments, As 
a matter of fact, this would no 
more than continue pre-war deve- 
lopment, 

In the late ‘sixties housing ac- 
counted for about one-third of our 
aggregate investment in local fixed 
assets. In recent yearsits share in- 
creased to almost 40 per cent, while 
the investment total declined in 
real terms. Now we are obviously 
going to allocate more — say, one- 
half — of our investment to hous- 
ing, while reducing our spending 
on industrial, farm, transport, or 
power projects, Le. on projects most 
important to economic viability. A 
greater folly can hardly be ima- 
gined. 

The issue can also be considered 
from another angle. Residential con- 
struction expanded in recent years, 
not because houses have become 
more advan us in cost and 
price terms. Quite to the contrary. 
Building costs and land prices ad- 
vanced more than the general price 
level. In the past year the C-o-L 
rose 20 per cent, while the cost of 
residenttal construction—apart from 
fand — soared 40 per cent. The 
monetary impact of the housing 
boom was therefore bigger than its 
growth in physical terms, The heavy
